In  our  rambles   "Up  the  Chippewa,'' 
a   few   days   ago,    we   chanced  upon  n 
husky,  brown-faoed  girl,  plowing  out  d 
\  twenty-acre  coru  field.     She  was  rigged 
I  in  a   snufl-oolorod    "Bloomer,"    with   a 
:  straw  hat  and  good,  honest  number  eev- 
j  en  boots.     There   was   no   sham  about 
1  her.      She   was   evidently   all  girl,  and 
j  working  with  a  will.     She  had  been  irt 
I  tho    field    since    early    morning,    taking 
long    strides    behind    a  spirited   bor.'^e, 
with  the  lines   thrown  across  her  shoul- 
dar,  and  both  hands  firmly  at  the  plow? 
It  was  just  "good  fan;"  ohs  said,  to  take 
care  of  twenty  acres,  and  away  she  strode 
tlirough  the  long  rows,    turning  corners, 
kicking  over  sods,    and  never  a  thought 
'  of  rest  or  "whoa,"    till   tho  dinner  horn 
Bounded  across  the  field. 

Ou  inquiry,  we  learn  that  our  CornJ- 
field  lieroine  was  one  of  two  N>w  Hamp- 
.••hire  girle,  who  migrated  with  their  pa- 
rents to  EtiU    Claire   some    dozen   yeura 
ngo.       They   had  little  means,  but  were 
of  good  working  Htock.      They  bargained 
for  a  (uiartor   Kcction    ^f  wild    land  and 
Stit  about   making  a  farm.      There  were 
no  boys  in  tho  family.      The   girls  were 
young,  bright,  healthy,  and  full  of  pluck 
and  vigor.     Their  mothers  dressed  them 
in  bloomers,  and  guve  them  their  choice 
indoors  or  out.       From  the  start  they 
t'i(;k  the  plaoo   of  boys  :     they  were  not 
afraid  of  dust  cr  sunshinB  ;   they  never 
complained;   they  never  tired  out  ;   they 
seldom    nii.^'.<nd  a     day  from    the   fields 
through  all  ttia   seasons,    from    earliest 
spring  to  latent  autumn.     As  they  grdw 
older  thoy  graw  lough  and   wirey,   and 
were    tiliko    ready    at    handling   teams; 
breaking  colts,  building  bridges,  epening 
roads,  f  >riling  creeks,  clearing  meadoWH, 
leading  hay,  binding  irraiii,  mounting  a 
straw  stack.     In  good  ecatons  they  cut 
SO  tons  of  hay  and  bO   acres  of  grain. 
In  rainy  seasons  they  had  to  bring   out 
their   hay    "by    hand,"   carrying    it    on 
poles,  knee   deep    through   sloughs    and 
marsl.es.        In     winter    they    attended 
fichfcl  and  tock  care   of  00   head  of  cat- 
t'e,  drawing  hay  from  tho  swamps  in  tha 
coldest    weather.      The}'   hired  no  help 
except  at  harvesting.      They    did  their 
own  trading  and   marketing,  and  could 
never  be  outwitted   by  any  of  the  store 
chaps  at  Eau  Clairo. 

The  girls  are  now  18  and  20  years  cf 
ag*',  and  have  done  more  farin  work  than 
any  two  boys  iii  the  country.  Their 
father,  beginning  with  nothing,  is  now 
rich,  with  broad  fitl'ds,  and  thousands 
of  ready  stamps, mcatly  achieved  through 
the  grit  and  energy  of  his  daughters. 

During  the  present  season  the  girls 
have  "let  up"  a  little  on  their  out  door 
accomplishments,  and  are  only  cultirat- 
ing  'J.0  acres  of  con:  for  their  own  amuse- 
ment. They  have  built  them  a  spacious 
residence.  Tliey  attend  balls  and  par- 
tics,  go  a  trouting,  drivo  their  own 
teams,  and  occasionally  give  tiie  boys  • 
chance  to  show  tiieir  spunk  and  gallantry. 
Of  (;ourso  such  girla  aro  objects  of  ex- 
citement and  interest  in  their  neighbor- 
hood. They  arc  looked  upon  as  capital 
prizes,"  and  young  fellows  arc  ready  to 
break  their  necks  for  them.  They  aro 
now  right  in  their  freshest  bloom,  with 
thoughts  of  love  and  romance  beginning 
to  steal  about  tjie  back  of  necks  ana 
brains  ;  and  what  may  seem  as  strange, 
they  arenc-iihor  coarse  nor  masculine  in 
appearance  ;  they  are  simply  round, 
trim,  sprightly,  full  breasted  girls,  with 
resolution  in  their  eye,  and  plenty  of 
good  sente  in  their  heads. 

It  may  bo  interesting  to  female  poli- 
ticians to  know  that  tliese  Chippewa 
^'allcy  girls  never  whine  or  declaim  about 
thoir  *right.«,'  or  'ptisition.'  Ihey  saw 
rough  work  to  be  don.e — work  most  need- 
ed in  our  western  country — and  asking 
odds  of  nobody,  ti:ey  wsnt  in  bravely  on 
thftir  muHclc  and  did  it.  They  have 
made  no  noise  about  it.  They  have  not 
cackle. 1  at  convwnlions.  They  have 
never  .sat  with  Mii^s  Anthony,  or  Lucj' 
Stone  Rlackweil.  They  liave  fairlv  won 
a  much  higher  seat  among  the  queens 
of  Amoricun  industry.  —  .V ihvavhee 
Wiscohsin,  Aug.  Ath.

I  have  often  t'niea  been  asked  by 
friends,  familiar  witii  Xenophon,  Hume, 
and  Joinini.  in  which  of  tho.^o  books  [ 
had  learned  the  secret  ©f  loatling  armies 
on  long  and  difiioult  marches,  and  they 
seemed  furpriseU  whan  I  answered  that 
I  was  not  aware  that  I  had  been  infiu- 
enced  by  any  of  them.

When   to  this  is   ad- 
ded the  far  larger  consumption  of  Luropo 
and  America,  which  wc  do  not   attempt 
to  put   in   figures,  the    imagination  is 
startled  by  the  enormous  total   inevita- 
bly presented  for  its  realization.
